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UPSET PliOVOKES INQUIKY 

MAX ASUS SHOWS STARTLING IMPROVEMENT 
IN LATONIA RACE. 

Circumstances Lead Judge Price to Institute an In- 
vestigation Which Is Not Yet Concluded— 
Kentucky Course Again Wet. 



Cincinnati. O., October 31. — The surprisingly im 
jr»roved showing of Max Asur, winner of the* flfth 
rare at Latouia today, following confident and strong 
support of him. caused Judge Price to begin an in- 
^ estimation immediately after the running of the 
race. He ordered the horse submitted to a thor 
cugh Inspection by veterinarian Phelps, but the sus- 
picion that he had been stimulated proved unfounded, 
as be cooled out in the customary stylo. The veter- 
inarian attributed the horse’s suspicious condition 
to bis excitable disposition. Judge Price meaus to 
delve deeper into the horse’s iucousistent showing, 
and has taken his running under investigation. The 
h**rse ran in the interest of L. Purcell & Co., and 
was carded as being trained by C. Cllngerman. Ho 
made a show of the cheap lot of opponents he met 
and won by ten lengths eased to a canter. 

Weather and track conditions today were again 
bad, but a fairly good attendance witnessed the 
i'’acing. Speculation showed improvement as com 
pared with yesterday. The track was soggy, though 
not deep, and slow time was recorded in all the 
races. Several of the finishes were close and cx 
citing, the one in the closing dash being exception 
ally so. Tay Pay got up in the last stride to win 
from Stick Pin after he appeared hopelessly beaten. 

The handicap at six furlongs went to T. (iniui 
by a head, with Raleigh P. D. second, the same 
margin in advance of Grover Hughes. Ethel D. was 
well supported in this race, but she wheeled at th<* 
start, causing her to be virtually left. She moved 
into prominence in the first three furlongs but fell 
back in the stretch. 

The mile race for two-year-olds furnished an np 
set by the victory of Brossoaa over Free Lance, the 
favorite, with Mack B, Eubanks in third place. The 
ciriffin starter showed a meritorious performance and 
is of an improving sort. The race fnruislied addi- 
j tloual disappointment in that Light O’ .M’ Life was 
“ cut down on the first turn, when Knights Differ 
tried to bolt. 

The inaugural dash came near to carrying with it 
n disqu.alification. as Chauroere. flie winner. imptMled 
21m during the stretch drive. The judgoe did not 
deem the intereferenoe sufficient to warrant the dis- 
placement of the winner, but held jockey T. Koerner 
responsible for rough riding and suspended him for 
five days. Jmkey Henry’s poor handling of A1 
Muller in the second race contributed to that horse’s 
iJefeat by Phil Mohr, 

Joekey I^ftus was suspended for four days by the 
starter for disobedience .at the |K*st in the fifth ‘race. 
Loftus rode tlins? of the afternoon’s winners. 

Lotteiy Man <*anrie out of his race yesterdav in bad 
condition and will not again be a starter for sime 
Time. 

The two-horse combination consisting of Chaumore 
and Phil Mohr i>aid .5304 for $2. The three-hor* 
combination of T. .M. Green, Max Asur and Tay Pay

London. October 21. — J. B. Joel’s Absurd won the 
Middle Park Plate in such runaway fashion as to 
point to him as the best two-year-old colt of tho 
I year, but the performance did not shed much light 
on the probable disposition of the classic races of 
next year. Absurd is in the Two Thousand Guineas 
of 1912. but is not engaged in the Derby or St. 
r.«eger. This leaves White Star as Mr. Joel’s hope 
I for a repetition of Derby honors next year. It might 
be said that there are not lacking those who deem 
him capable of etpiaUing the great feat of his broth- 
er Sunstur. In the meantime at Sandowu Park yes 
terday iu the Great Sapling Plate at five furlongs 
Absurd very unexpectedly went down to defeat be- 
fore Major Eustace Lotler’s bay colt Coriander. 
The latter is by Spearmint — Admiration and is con- 
sequently a half brother to the famous mare Pretty 
Pvdly. He had started but once before and then 
I had finished iinplact^Kl to Pitmaston in a race at 
Stockton. Absurd was a tremendous favorite at 100 
[ to 12 oil, while Coriander was so little thought of 
that 100 to 1 was freely offered against him, with 
[ very few takers. Nevertheless, he went right out 
in front and. leading all the way. won by a length 
and a half, with Absurd second and Sol Joel’s St. 
Pat III. next. Absurd carried 134 pounds to 117 on 
Coriander. However, Cori.vndcr’s triumph was 
achieved by a display of great speed and is reckoned 
one of the most sensational features of this year’s 
racing. He is a tine upstanding colt with plenty of 
bone and muscle, but somewhat coarse at^ present. 
He is a Derby candidate next year and in" view’ of 
his victory over Absurd will not be without consid 
eration for that much coveted event. 

Royal Realm w’alked over for The Whip at New- 
market, as lie did a year ago. Had there been a 
race it would have finished at the Old Cambridge- 
shire winning post, and it is the only e.xisting event 
which does end there. The famoms old post stands 
isolated on a spot which for many years was the 
scene of much bustle and excitement. The Whip, 
by the way, never changes bands, no matter how- 
many times it is won. It Is supiiosed to be made 
from the hair of the tail and mane of the famous 
race hors«> Eclipse, and it occupies a prominent 
sition in a glass case over the mantlepiece in tho 
coffee room of the Jockey Club, at Newmarket. 

Many winners of the Middle Park Plate have sub 
sequently scored in classic races. Melton, Donovan, 
Isinglass. Ladas. Gaitee More, and Lemberg won 
the l)erby; Pero Gomez, Melton, Petrarch, Donovan. 
Isinglass, Gaitee More. I^tty Polly, and Bayardo 
were successful at Doncaster, while the Guineas and 
Oaks have also been gatliered in by horses who, as 
two-year-olds, won the Middle Park Plate. 

Fourteen of M. Edmond Blanc’s broodmares from 
the Jardy Stud wer«i sold by auction on Monday for 
a total of $22,330. the top price of $6,150 being paid 
by Lady James Douglas for the famous mare La 
Camargo. That she should be sold for so small a 
sum may be regarded as proof that her stud career 
has not been on a par with her career on the race 
course, for the daughter of Childwick — Belle, by 
Bonne is now only thirteen jears old. 

Lomond, which on account of coughing was un 
able to meet his engagement <n the Middle Park 
Plate, an«l thereby robbed the ract* of much of its 
interest, will not run again this year, and is to he 
forthwith turned out of training, and sent to his 
ow'ner’s farm at N’ewmarket. 

For a long time now F. Wootton's position at the 
head of the list of winniug jcK:keys has been beyond 
assail, and, let his rivals increase their scores as 
they may, he is sure to have a big balance in hand 
when the final reckoning comes at the close of No- 
vember. 

Chcrimoya will not run again this season. This 
decision has been come to in consequence of some 
trouble she has given her trainer from contracted 
feet. She is sound again now. but it is thought the 
wisest policy to give tho Oaks winner ever>- chance 
of making a goo<l recoxery. 

Bronzino and Bachelor’s Double, the English rep 
resentatives which were sent over to contest the 
valuable ITix du Consiel Municipal at Paris recently, 
made a fruitless journe.v. neither of them succeeding 
iu getting into the first three. There was a field 
of eighteen, and the race was won by M. E. de St. 
Alary’s Basse Points, with M. R. de Rivauld’s Mel- 
bourne second and M. Michel Ephrussi’s Matchless 
third. The w’inner is a tillj’ b.v Simoulan out of 
Basso Terre, and she had previously this season 
accounted for some good races in France, including 
the (irand I’rlx de Trouville- Deauville iu August. 

The well-known jockey, S. Heapy, steered his four- 
teen-hundreth winner in Belgium recently when he 
scored on Astucieurt», in the Prix des Pinsons, at 
the same time scoring his one hundred and fortieth 
winner of the present season. Heapy, who has been 
riding in Belgium since 1000, is a nephew of Sam 
Loates, who himself xvas a brilliant jockey, and 
headed the winning list in England in 1809, with a 
total of 160 successful rides. In several other years 
Lnates was second or third. 

J. J. Parkinson has sold Magical Maid. 2. by Fari- 
inan out of Belle of Bruce, and St. Brede, 2. b.v St. 
Brendan out of Rolling Stone, to H. M. Hartigau 
at a long figure. 

The stewards of the Turf Club had before them 
this week an application from a considerable number 
of owners and tr.ainers for an extra meeting at the 
Curragh, but they declined to sanction another fix- 
ture at the Irish headquarters. 

In stable winnings. Lord Derby is now well past 
the $200 .CkX> mark and. l»esides being now tho uncon- 
tested leader ainnng our leading winning owners of 
1911. has made a financial record ranch oeyond any- 
thing he h«s ever before achieved on the* turf.

I’ll sell them,” was the reply. “Yes, Gravesend is 
for sale. If I can get my price, but .vou can rest 
assured that the old. track will not go for a song.” 
Mr. Dw.ver still believes that racing w’ill come 
back some of these days and gives as a reason 
that too m.Hny persons demand a revival of the 
siHxrt to allow it to die. A steward of the Jockey 
Club said to a rep<irter on Saturday: 

“No attempt will bo made to re-open the big 
tracks until it has been legally established just 
what the track owners and the public can do. If 
the Gittins bill had been passed by the Legislature 
this year the track.s might have been opened, but 
there is no doubt that hundreds of persons would 
have been arrestecl for alleged violations of the law. 
There is open betting on other sports without a pro- 
test from the reformers who are opposeil to racing, 
which shows undue prejudice against the turf. But 
in due time the general public and the lawmakers 
will look on racing in a different light and then we 
may secure the desired relief.”

GOING TO EUROPE FOR POINTEKS. 

Robert Leighton, presiding Judge and racing secre- 
tary at various tracks in the Pacific Northwest, 
pas.sed through Chicago yesterday on his way to 
Europe. He is accompanied by Mrs. Leighton and 
will first make a visit to his old home in England, 
after which he plans to devote considerable time to 
an Inspection of English and French race courses and 
methods of conducting racing. 

Judge Leighton Is In executive charge of the rac- 
ing on all the British Columbia tracks and it is with 
a view of there making use of such innovations a:§ 
may seem desirable that he has undertaken to look 
over the foreign courses. He reports that the Brit- 
ish Columbia racing associations had a prosp*^rou« 
and successful season this year and that it is the 
ambition of those most concerned to so increase the 
importance of their meetings that the best horses 
in the country will in time be attracted. The plans 
for next year’s racing in that province contemplate 
the opening of several valuable stakes. The breed- 
ing of thoroughbreds in British Columbia will al.so 
be encouraged by the opening of stakes for province- 
bred s. 

A conference was recently held at Coeur d’Alene 
having for its object an amicable arrangement of 
racing dates for next year so as to avoid conflict 
between the Coeur d’Alene meeting and those in 
British Columbia. It is probable that a spring 
meeting will be given at Coeur d’Alene and that the 
British Columbia schedules will be arranged to fit In 
with such an ariangement. 

The mutuel system of betting will continue to be 
employed at the British Columbia tracks, and Judge 
Leighton, while abroad, will pay particular atten- 
tion to the French method of conducting the mutuels.

The departure of S. C. Hildreth and his racehorses 
for a campaign in England is regretted by patrons 
of the turf in tliis country. Hildreth is believed to 
Ih- the lK‘st trainer of timroughlireds in the world. 
Hi‘ lias oondiieteil his stable on a big scale and has 
won thousands of dollars in stakes and purses on 
th« .Viaerieau and Canadian race trai-ks. Just how 
he will succeed in England remains to lie seen. It 
Is said that he may form a partnership witli Louis 
Wiiiaiis, Hm* American who paid $75,(KM) to J. E. 
Madden for 8ir Marlin and Edward aud also bought 
Duinmtiaii from Hildreih f<*r $45,000 last .tear. — 
New York Sun. 



Andrew P. O’Conor writes entertainingly in the 
Virginia Pilot, commenting on a Washington Post 
editorial on the breeding of horses. The editorial 
comment in the Washington Post was: 

“There is no strain iu America from which to get 
a nucleus to begin with. It would be necessary to 
go to France and Ilmigary for belli sires and dams 
ami it would take years, unless the importations 
were on a large scale, to supply Uie army.” 

Mr, O’Conoi’ lias to say iu answer: 

“It may be possible to select the desired blood 
in Eiiroiie, as a great many valuable animals have 
been exported from this country for breeding i»ur- 
|K)ses during the last century, among th^;m ‘Tom 
Thumb.’ a little wooly Indian poney from beyond 
the Missouri, whose trotting record of 100 miles at 
Sunhury, Eng., in 1829, with a driver weighing 140 
pounds, in a lOS-pouiid sulky, iu ten hours and 
seven minutes, has never been equaled, to the pt‘er- 
less Rhoda B., which produced Orby, Mr. Croker’s 
Derby winner, for which the Italian government 
has recently offered him $100,000. Orby goes back 
in breeding through Fanny Washington to the great 
Virginia sire, Sir Archj', which gave to the Ameri- 
can turf its greatest performers over a distance of 
ground. 

“Since the introduction of power driven vehicles 
the market for horses is vanishing, and but little 
interest is being paid by farmers and breeders to 
the improvement of the few animals wrhich are 
being bred, and the recent adverse legislation in 
connection with horse racing in America has caused 
many of our best breeders of the thoroughbred to 
either dispose of their stock or to ship them to 
Europe, where the laws rather protect racing, 

“So, If our government is to be supplied with 
suitable army horses it must encourage their breed 
ing while it is yet possible to procure the foundation 
upon which to build a family suitable for all 
branches of tlie army service, aud to establish a 
distinct type it will be necessary to pay uarticular 
attention to the selection of the mares as well as 
the sires — it being granted that the sire must be of 
sound thoroughbred racing blood. The Morgans, 
while tough, are rather light; the Hackneys are 
too soft and too extravagant in action and too 
thick aud heavy in the shoulders. 

“The shires and percherons are slow movers and 
seldom blend w’ith the thoroughbred blood. The 
common bred mare may possess ever/ outward ap- 
pearancHJ of quality, but from her it would be im- 
po.-sible to produce a distinct type of animal. 

“The Clydesdales breed well to color; they are 
sound, fast walkers, handsome and breed remarka- 
bl.v well when crossed with the thoroughbred, and 
with a few years of careful mating a distinct type 
of horse could be produced, suitable for troop, 
transport and gnu. Such a type could be produced 
at comparatively small cost, aud I suggest the fol- 
lowing plan: 

“'Tliat the agricultural department be supplied 
with sufficient funds to purchase say 500 maiden 
mares of from three to five years old. 

“That these mares should be distributed gratis 
among farmers in the section of our country best 
adapted to the successful rearing of horses, aud 
to remain the property of the government. 

“That the mares sliould l>e served only by ap- 
proved thoroughbred ^ires and that the female pro- 
duct of these mating shall be kept exclusively for 
stud purposes, and that the board of agriculture 
shall have the right of option over the male pro- 
duce, and the progeny to bought from the farm- 
ers and paid for according to their actual worth at 
the age of four years. 

“The first cross would be: Thoroughbred sire, 

pure bred Clydesdale mure, one-half thoroughbrotl 
foal. 

“The second cross would be: Thoroughbred sire, 

oiic-half thoroughbred mare, three-quarter thorough 
bred foal. 

“The third cross would be: Thoroughbred sire, 

three-quarter thoroughbred mare, seven-eighths 
thoroughbred foal. 

“Thus it will be seen that with a small outlay 
of money and a few years’ time, a distinct type of 
animal can be produced possessing every desired 
(luality. 

“In selecting the blood lines for the stallions it 
will be well to adhere to those in whose veins the 
most copious infusions of thoroughly Americanized 
bl Kxl can Ih* found; for, while I am willing to ad- 
mit that the English horses are great on their native 
heath, recent importations from there have given us 
few really great race horses over a distance of 
gvoniui. American sportsmen have for centuries im- 
jicrted file best blood in England, and in the days 
when four-mile heat races were fashionable, the 
blood of Sir Archy invariably vunquished the de- 
scendants of Saltram, The Shark, Diomed, Spread 
Eagle, Sir Harry, Gabriel, Buzzard, Eagle. Clnince, 
ITlam, St. Giles, Rowton, Margrave. Barefoot, Sar- 
pedon. Caestiis, Trustee. Emancipation, Glencoe, 
Riddlewortli, Leviathan and others. 

“Of conrse. Fashion, by Trustee, defeated the 
great Boston (by Timoleon, by Sir Archy), but 
slie traced back also to Sir Archy, through old 
Reality. 

“All of this great blooil has lieen Infused in our 
liest strains, and iu all tlie world there is not today 
better racing stock to be found in any part of tbe 
globe. 

“The racing in England is usually on the turf, 
while here the tracks are liartL which is conductive 
to a high rate of siieed, aud probably for that reason 
our great strains of thoroughbreds are looked ujion 
merely as a breed of sprinters, when such is not a 
fact. 

“Most of our richest purses have been for two 
and three-year-olds, over distances of less than a 
mile, which has been an incentive for breeders to 
prtHluce sprinters, and among the best of these have 
tneu horses bred from high-priced English sires. 

“The army requires horses possessed of stamina. 
spe<*d, strength, size, courage and conformation, aud 
with a moderate outlay of money, intelligent man- 
agement and a few years’ time, this government 
can originate a distinct type of animal suitable In 
every way for its requirements and at the same 
time restore an industry which modern inventions 
aud reformers threaten to destroy.” 



WILLONYX NOW A FAMOUS HORSE. 

When the s^turdy and staying horse, Willouyx, 
won the Uesarewitch Handicap at Newmarket Oc- 
tober 11, he made a new record In that he was 
under the greatest weight ever carried to victory 
by a winner of that rac*e. lie carried the crushing 
imimst of 131 pounds. The nearest to this grand 
feat of weight carrying over such a long and trying 
course was Sheen’s Uesarewitch triumph in 1890 
under 12S pounds. Willouyx also made ano^ier rec- 
<ird for himself as the only winner in succession of 
the Chester Cup, .\scot Stakes, Ascot Gold Cup and 
(Vsarewitch Ilaudicap. He is now the most talked 
about aud most praised horse iu Eugland aud, bear- 
ing tliat contiueiital bri*edeis are already seeking to 
bu.v him, ail English syndicate is being hastily or- 
ganized to proffer Mr. Howard $150,000 for the 

horse for the sake of retaining him for service in 
England exclusively. In tbe meantime Mr. Howard 
lins not said wlietlier the horse is for sale at any 
price. 

Willouyx is a brown colt, fours years old, by 

William the Third — Tribonyx. He had only one out- 
ing in ids first sea.^^on, when he was beaten in tbe 
Rendlcsham Stak(‘s at Kemptou 1‘ark. Last year 
he led off by taking a Maiden I’late at Kemptou 

Spring, was beaten in a minor race at Windsor and 

then won the Ardiumin IMate at Lingrteld aud Iligh- 
weight Stakes at Ascot. Nine subsequent races 
provided two successes, one in Hie Knowsiey Dinner 
Stakes at I.iverpoi'I July, and the other in the Free 
Handicap at Newmarket. He has only once been 
beaten this year. viz., wlieii he failed to concede 
thirteen |>oiinds to King .Midas in a Biennial at the 
Newmarket First Spring meeting. 

As to the manner of the running of the Cesare- 
witcli. Ixmdoii .Sportsman says: “Tlie white flag 

was not hoisted until five minutes after time, ami 
then it took Mr. Willoughby nearly a quarter of 
an hour to get them away. Tbe start would have 
been a very giMxl one bad not Yellow Slave whipped 
half round, ami Ignilion, which went away at 
sjjrinting pace. siHH*dily took a ten-lcugths lead of 
(“veryttdng. Wolftoi beaded the others, closely 
attended by Himaii, Clamdsb and Bryony, Will- 
onyx. I’ai*avero, .Mirador. Trepida and .Martingale 
II. being Hie most prominent of tbe others. As 
they turned on to Hie fiat Wolfloi broke down and 
was dismounted, and six furlongs from home Igni- 
lion. though fast coming back, was still clear of 
lliman. next to whicli followed Clannish, I’apavero. 
Bryony and Clareneeiix, Mirador. Willonyx and 
3'repida being next, with Marco Fraser now last. 
From tlds jKiint Willonyx ruphlly improved Ids posi- 
tion. ami as lb<*y left tbe Bushes In* took tlie lead, 
iM'Ing about a neck in front of 1‘apavcrb, with Mar- 
tingale II. elose up. followed by .Mirador, Yellow 
Sla\e and Columbus. Bryonv. Trepida, Dulmatian 
and Clarmiceux heading the others, t.’oming out of 
H’.e Dip .Martingale II. beeanie second, but there 
was liiHe change in tbe jMisilion of tbe others, ar.d 
Willouyx won ]»y Hm*e parts of a length. Marlin- 
gab* II. lK*al l’;i|iavero l*y live lengths for seeoiid 
i)lae<‘. .Mirador was fourth. Coluiidms fifth, Y’ellow 
Slave sixth, Trepid.t seveiiHi.

DEPLORES SUPPRESSION OF SPORT. 



3'he .Marquis of Qiieenshury, writing recently in 
Itic Chicago 'rrihiiiic. gives expression to sentiments 
tliat will forcibly appeal to American lovers of cer- 
tain forms of s|M*rt that have l*oeii the victim of 
malieious |>olitical attacks In tlds country, when 
lie .says; 

“Since 1 have been in America nothing has struck 
me more forcibly tliuii the misapplication of the 
words siKirt and sportsman. To my mind tlds very 
misapplication is the key to tlie reason tliat the peo- 
ple tiave been deprived of their legitimate rights in 
Hie way of true sporting events, such as racing aud 
boxing. 

“Where I come from a sportsman means a man 
who has all the highest <]uailties of honor, courage- 
aiid «*ndiirauce. It is even appliml to other walks 
of life. For iusiance, when a man has met with 
great reverses in fortune and comes to the front 
battling bravely to preserve bis honor and honesty 
we call him a good sportsman and love to give him 
a leg up. 

“SiKirt also means all that is liest in open com- 
jietition, both in man and animul. where anything 
crooked, mean, or degrading. Is not ('Utitled to the 
appellation. Here 1 liave been ruuidng the risk of 
getting a black eye, as according to my vernacular. 
1 could quite well refer to a lady friend or relative 
as a good sport, aud mean only that she loves out- 
door exercises and pastimes, whereas here with the 
‘y’ added, I would certainly have got that punch, 
t “Again, a man is called a sport here who is a 
I gambler, bar frequenter, and frequenter of rertain 
places not blue, and who loves to c*ome home w’itli 
the milk wagons. My word for him would be a 
rake. No wonder the legislatures have tried to put 
down spurt, if sport means w'hat it api»ears to mean 
here. Mind you. I am not posing as a model. I 
am no better than the rest of them right now, and 
have made them hum iu my time, but 1 never 
broked upon it as an addition to my sportsmanlike 
qualities, but rather a sowing of wild oats, which 
I Iwonght no bars to my escutclieou of sportsmanship. 

“1 think a serious campaign should be started to 
i go back to tbe old application of the w’ord sport, and 
' tbe full splendid meaning of the w’ord sjiortsman. 
Wliy, Colonel New'comlie wits a grand old sp«.>rtsmau. 
but 1 am quite sure Thackeray never recorded that 
he ever ‘went ou a tear’ or ‘paiuted the town red,’ 
Can’t we invent some new word for the high flier? 
I have nothing particularly against him. as long as 
he ketTs within bounds and does not call himself a 
sport. If The Tribune readers will suggest soiiu- 
nomenclature we will try to start a cult of the true 
rendering of the word sport. 

“No doubt if it had not been for some of these so- 
calh'd sports wo might now b<“ having a lovely race 
meeting, with women la their best dresses as spec- 
tators. and all the finest men of all classes who love 
a h<»rse meeting enjoying the sport of kings. Miglit 
we not tonight be having a bout between two splen- 
did bo.xers, who fight for honor and glory first and 
the purse as a necessary adjunct for their livelihood 

“But no, we can’t have any of it, and all because 
these so-called sports spoiled tbe game, degraded 
the ring, and reviled the whole lovely combination 
by crooked methods. I believe the day w’ill come 
when Americans will use the word sport as it is 
u.eaiit to be used, and the word sportsman as the 
highest pinnacle of everyday life to whicli a man or 
for that matter a woman can roach. That day will 
see Hie op<‘iiiug of fine and splendid race courses and 
well conducted clubs for skillful competitions in the 
manly arts. 

“The authorities who have stopped racing and 
boxing must rememb«*r that they have stopiied all 
the legitimate outlets for men to get the reasonable, 
natural and Inmltliy excitement which all peopb* 
crave for, especially English-speaking peoples. Fancy 
an Indian garrison town ou the Rock of Gibraltar 
or the Soudan without a race course,. If such a 
thing were possible, then it were possililc for the 
British army to go on strike, and sure as 1 write 
these words, harm is being done to the people by 
stopping these self-same legitimate outlets for the 
animal spirits of the community. 

“I feel sure that illegitimate forms of siwrt, per- 
haps siH>rt of the kind alxive referred to, will attack 
our vitals aud make the authorities sorry that in 
stead of closing up nearly all the arenas of sport 
they did not drastically eleanse them. True sport is 
the finest thing ou earth. It is the legitimate re 
ward of good work. Ultimately the people will have 
it, and those who stand in the way to a regeneration 
of g«XKl siiortiiig events are not true to the best in- 
terests of the people.”

THINKS MODERN THOROUGHBRED SUPERIOR. 



U[>on the much-debated and always Interesting 
question of the relative merits of the modern racer, 
and his predecessor, Mr. Alfred E. Watson writes 
iu the third volume of the English Encyclopeida of 
Si>ort as follows: 

“Eclipse was the grandson of the Darley Arabian; 
be became the sire of three of the first five winners 
of the Derby, aud thus is gained something like a 
direet connection lH*tween the earliest day of rec- 
ognized racing aud the present time. It is said of 
lA-lip.se that he galloped at the rate of a mile a 
minute; and that statement is valuable as showing 
how utterly iintrustworth.v and ridiculous the rec- 
ords of siHjrt in the last century must be. No horse 
ever galloped a mile in that time with half as 
miuli again added to it. This would lead, if one 
were tempted into it, to a disiais.siou as to the rela- 
tive speed and stamina of the thoroughbred horse 
now aud a century ago — a profitless theme, as times 
vaguely spoken of as having beeu accomplisheil in 
bygone days were altogether untrustworthy. They 
have constantly improved since they have been taken 
with a near approximation to accuracy. The con- 
viction is that the horse of today is speedier than 
bis predecessor was; there are those who think him 
less gifted with staying power, though as to this 
opinions again differ. The crop of thoroughbred 
horses is now annually so enormous that there must 
inevitably be a large proportion of wtH.*{ls; tbe nior» 
so as, for many years past, at any rate, speed rather 
than stainuiu has bt'eii the object aimed at by 
breeders; but there is no sound reason to doubt that 
the best horses of today would gallop tbe four miles 
ami a quarter (less 43 yards, if strict detail be de 
maiidedi of the Beacon Course at Newmarket at 
least as speedily as did the horses of any former 
period.” 

On the subject of “Breeding.” Mr. Watson writes 
with vigor, and from this section^ wo quote the fol- 
lowing: 

“Advocates of scientific breeding are specially 
cc-ntemptuous about what they describe as “rule-of- 
tlumib” — that is to say. disregard of intricate and 
exiiaustive calculations of strains of lilotid. in favor 
of the simple attempt to supply from the dam de- 
ficiencies In tbe sire, to obtain from the sire correc- 
tion of w’eak points in tbe dam, and so forth. It is 
far from certain, however, that, if this is carefully 
done, the secret of breeding, so far as there is any, 
has not been discovered. The suggestion will no 
doubt provoke the contempt of the theorists, but it 
is an idea firmly held by many men who have con- 
sidered the subject and dealt w’ith it practically all 
their lives — and have very likely in their time beeu 
themselves ardent supporters of theories, before the 
futility of their most ingenious calculations had been 
repeatedl.v exposed. Certain questions as to make 
and shape being borne iu mind. If a man sends a 
dam of winners to an approved gimd sire, the result 
i.? very likely to be a good auiiual.”

CURTAILING THE CALCUTTA S'WEEP. 



There comes from India an announcement that 
will girdle the earth with gloom. In cities and 
camps, in bungalows and settlers’ huts scattered 
over five continents, men and women will learn with 
something like c*onsternatiou that something has 
hsippened to the biggest sweepstakes iu tlie world. 
Owing to the “iiiMtesireil publicity” reeentlj’ given 
to certain of its enterprises, the Calcutta Turf Club 
has dee-ided that in future no sweepstakes tickets 
will be issiieil to anyone not a member of the club, 
nor will the names of non-members be allowed to 
appi*ar ou the books. 

It may be worth while to explain the situation 
Ij'iiig tM'lilml this aniKMineeineur. 1 Me luriiy Sweep 
organized by the Calcutta Turf Club is a gigantic 
affair. It has grown enormously within the last 
decade. Ten years ago. we believe, the first prize 
was rather over $100,000; this year it was not far 
short of .$250,0(K), and there were many other prizes 
running into thousands of pounds. The tickets, ten 
rupees each ($3.20), were applied for from every 
quarter of tbe world. The average European in In- 
ilia- lio might be a strong opponent of lietting at 
home — entered as a matter of course. So did tlie 
retired Anglo-Indian — civilian or soldier, merchant 
or planter; the officer ou a P. and O. steamer, the 
returned traveler, the strolling player. .Mr. Thomas 
Atkins organized u little private syndicate; the pe 
mirious Asiatic (he finds the western uioiles of gam 
bling most enticing) took a hundredth part of a 
share; aiul at the oHier end of the scale wealthy 
firms bought tickets on a wholesale basis, or after 
the drawing, swootiod down upon the lucky balder 
of the favorite with offers which led him to halanee 
with uerve-raekiiig anxietj’ tbe bird in tlie baud 
against liis fellow in tlu* bush. 

And all tills, as the poet has it. was not a thing 
of days, but had gone on for jears and .vears. It 
was, of course, illegal. Init everybody uiiderstooil 
tliat high personages in the Secretariat, and In the 
police had no particular wish to make it awkward 
for the Calcutta Turf Cluli. and the Indian news- 
I>ai>ers could he relied upon to maintain a discreet 
silence, 'riieii. ns Ill-luck would ’nave it. a London 
paper thoughtlessly published tlie facts to the world, 
ami th<‘ Derl»y Sweep, instead of doubling In value 
as tbe child like spoeiilator niiglit have expected R 
to do. straightway collai*ses. at any rate as an 
annual event of world wide interest. An irunieal 
eiri-umstaiiee is that the disclosure sliould have come 
alKMit. not through the officious meddling of an anti- 
gumbllng organ, but through the blameless enter-
